NFJW'  YORK — It  was  six  o’clock,  the  lime  the 
days  died  with  a sudden  turn  from  light  to  deep  grey, 
and  then  darknes.s.  A slight  pain  touched  my  solar 
plexus,  the  tender  nerve  centre.  But  I had  sfa»nt 
three  uneventful  week.s  at  sea.  and  I passed  it  off  to 
indigestion. 

I wa.<4  wrong,  as  I wa.s  to  find  out  in  the  hours 
just  ahead,  the  hours  that  were  to  seem  the  longest 
of  my  life.  I have  no  hesitation  in  saying  I thought  I 
would  die.  And  yet  to  this  day.  1 have  not  been  able 
to  learn  exactly  what  ailment  It  was  that  crippled  me. 

Cut  loose  from  the  IVnivtan  minesweeper  San 
Martin.  1 had  moved  steadily  ahead,  act'ording  to 
plan.  Averaging  about  5f»  miles  a day.  I had  moved 
north  with  the  Humboldt  current,  then  northw’esl 
aad  now  w’est. 

Past  the  Gallapagos  1-sland.s.  which  lie  700  miles 
off  the  South  America  coast,  the  Seven  Lillie  Sisters 
rode  through  the  harsh  sea.s.

He  lay  on  the  ledge  for  28 
hours  until  he  was  removed  In 
a hazardous  operation  directed 
hy  veteran  CJerman  mountaineer 
Uir  Bltierllch.

Bui 
thia  time  1 could  not  ahake  It. 
U increaaed,  knotting  my 
nerves  and  taking  my 
itrength. 

An  hour  passed.  The  deck 
was  so  rough -as  on  almost 
every  day  of  the  voyage— 
that  I could  not  lake  a step 
without  sighting  a place  for 
my  foot  lo  land.  The  pain 
grew  worse:  it  was  cnmpelely 
dark  now.  An  emergency 
was  on  me.  I realized.  It  was 
a critical  step  I took  when  I 
threw  ihe  lashings  over  the 
wheel,  fastening  it  In  place 
I lay  on  the  de<'k.  The  pain 
had  robbed  me  of  my  power’ 
to  stand,  to  work  or  to  pro* 
teet  myieir.

1 was  in  pain.  Fortunately. 
1 already  had  my  raft  rigged 
lor  stormy  weather.

Mr  Pickersgill.  who  inherited  the  de- 
|)arlment  of  immigration  when  Mr. 
Harris  i>ecame  minister  of  finance,  ha.s 
l)cen  telling  audience.s  in  W innipeg  w hat  a 
fine  department  it  i.«.  From  hi.s  latest 
utterances,  hefoi'e  the  W'mnipeg  Junior 
Chamtier  of  Commerce  this  week,  one  re- 
ceives the  impression  that  the' workings 
of  his  new  department  are  Mose  to  per- 
fection. which  is  in  peculiar  contra.st  to 
I he  recently  published  findings  of  a 
siitwommlltee  of  the  Canadian  Bar 
A.voclation.
